I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  AnnueJL  Report  for  I9625  on  the 
sanitEiry  circumstances  of  the  Urhn.n  District  of  Eromsgrove. 

The  population  increased  by  500  persons.  There  v;as  an  ezzcess  of 
births  (626)  over  deaths  (414)  leaving  a naturral  increc.se  of  212,  This 
niea,ns  that  some  288  persons,  representing  some  88  families,  migrated  into 
the  area. 

Three  hundred  and  twenty  nine  houses  were  completed  and  occupied,  158  of 
them  being  provided  by  the  local  authority. 

The  general  hecRth  of  the  population  remained  very  satisfactory''.  The  total 
notifications  of  infectious  disease  (7l)  is  the  lowest  on  record. 

It  \d.ll  be  noticed  on  page  6 that  there  wa.s  a very  considerable  increase 
in  the  number  of  vaccinations  atid  re-vacci. nations  c.gainst  smallpox.  This 
resulted  from  the  increased  public  concern  about  smallpox  outbi’ealcs  el.oev/here 
In  the  country.  Special  vaccination  sessions  v/ere  organised  to  which  the 
pub.lic  flcclced,  sofaetimes  in  hundreds.  Conta.cts  of  cases  in  other  ai'eas 
were  kept  under  close  survei,l.lance,  but  happily  there  was  no  co^se  in  this 
district, 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  considerable  efforts 
made  by  Mr.  Holden  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  enabling  the  Public 
Abattoir  to  be  satisfactorily  completed, 

I am  also  grateful  to  the  clerical  staff  of  the  Health  Department  and 
the  Officers  of  other  departm^ents  for  their  help  and  co-operation.  To  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  I should  like  to  express  my 
appreciation  of  their  continued  support.

The  Oountj"  Ci.-’unc'd  1 odniai. sters  the  Ante-iTatal,  Child  Welfare,  School 
Wealth,  Imaunisaticn,  Dental  and  Specialist  Soi'vicos  v/hich  aim  at  the  preser^nation 
of  health  ef  the  community  and  the  prevention  of  diseases,  especially  among 
children.  The  Health  Visiting,  Home  Nursing  and  Midwifery  services  provided 
by  the  County  Council,  supported  by  the  Home  Help  Service,  managed  by  the 
•r'.V.S.  and  the  Loan  of  Nursing  Requisites  Scheme  managed  by  the  Red  Cross, 
continued  to  provide  invaluable  doraiciliari"  help  and  advice. 

The  district  is  v.’ell  served  by  hospitals  of  all  kinds  either  within  the 
d''  strict  or  \/ithin  comparatively  easy  reach  of  it,  except  for  casualty  facilities 
for  major  accidents  which  need  to  be  transported  either  to  the  Accident  Hospital, 
PiiWiinghScm,  or  to  the  'Worcester  Royal  Infirmary  in  V/orcester.
